HISTORICAL SOCIETY LEARNS 
ABOUT IRISH NEIGHBORHOOD 

An event in Bethel's history 
which had its roots in the Irish 
potato famine of the 1840's and in 
New England’s railroad boom drew 
a crowd last Thursday evening 
which filled the meeting room of 
the Moses Mason Museum, The 
program with so much interest was 
a lecture on the history of the 
Irish Neighborhood by Margaret 
Joy Tibbetts. 

Although the “Neighborhood” is 
actually located in the Town of 
Greenwood, Miss Tibbetts pointed 
out that, in virtually every aspect 
of community life, except voting, 
its inhabitants were oriented to- 
ward Bethel village. 

Why did this particular area be- 
come a place for Irish families to 
settle in the second half of the 
19th century? Tibbetts traced the 
origins of the Irish migration to 
America: introduction of potatoes 
as a food staple for the Irish by 
the English, the crop failures in 
the 1840's, resulting inadequate 
relief measures by the English 
government under Queen Victoria, 
leave home or starve alternatives 
and finally the demand for labor 
by railroad employers who were at 
the time developing railroads 
through the area from Portland 
to Canada. 

But how did former railroad 
hands become farmers in the last 
part of the century? Rail com- 
pany management suddenly drop- 
ped the daily wage from $1 a day 
to only 90 cents. As a result, men 
who had been marginally content 
to break their backs laying new 
rails and ties looked for a better 
life and local farming as a nev 
more favorable goal, Shortly after 
the drop in wages, the first land 
was purchased by an Irish worker 
in what is now the Irish Neighbor- 
hood. 

Besides relying on the memo- 
ries of Bethel’s older citizens, in- 
cluding John Harrington, whose 
grandfather was one of the Neigh- 
borhood’s original settlers, three 
important sources of information 
for Tibbetts’ lecture were the cen- 
sus records for 1860 and the Irish 
Neighborhood cemetery as well as 
the 1858 atlas. The land where the 
cemetery is today rwas purchased 
by Patrick Harrington and Patrick 
Connally for use by all Catholic 
families in the neighborhood and 
their descendants. This was at the 
time one of many real estate trans- 
actions but it marked a significant 
point in Bethel's development and 
cultural outlook,

It was 7:30 and the warm after- 
noon ‘was nearing its close here 
at the foot of Noyes Mountain. 
The sun would drop back of the 
western mountains in a short time 
but for a while the valley was 
full of long light. A bit of breeze 
was stirring as I stepped out. It 
Wag Sweet with growing things. 

That lengthening twilight spoke 
of spring. 

A robin whickered near the 
birch tree, where it has had a nest 
for the third summer, 

Then from across the pond came 
the sound which for two years we 
have missed, That peculiar charac- 
ter, a hermit, which likes to dwell 
avithin a marsh or swamp. Thoreau 
regarded it as the “genius of the 
bog”, The American Bittern 
seems to delight in cattail beds, 
cedar swamps, and “floating is- 
dands"’ ‘where ‘the first false step 
“by the unwary may plunge the un- 
‘cautious adventurer into foul and 
slimy waters. Many years this bird 
‘Was heard and seen near by our 
pond and in our meadows; then 
just vanished. I’m so glad it is 
back. By day it keeps mostly in 
hiding and is rarely noticed ex- 
cept by people who are much 

afield in its haunts or by those 
who are looking especially for it. 
jts colon is inconspicuous and when 
crouching low or wading it has on- 
Jy to point its bill upward and 
‘draw ‘its feathers close to its body 
to be passed unnoticed, so close 
it resembles a dead limb or crook- 
ed stump root. The sound it makes 
resembles the loud sucking of an 
old wooden pump or the driving 
of stakes. Sometimes I think it 
has taken the job along the pond 
to extend the fence posts so the 
cows can not stray. Often I have 
seen it at the moment of emitting 
its love song. The violent contor- 
‘tions simulate those of a nauseat- 
ed person in the very act of retch- 
ing. Yet this bird does not regur- 
gitate food but apparently inflates 
its gullet with air. The throat mo- 
‘tion looks like a huge ball moving 
up and down several times before 
a sound is heard. No one could 
call it beautiful but I’m so glad it 
has returned and I can again listen 
to its “pump-er-lunk” far into the 
night. 

I had qwaited long for a calm 
afternoon in which I could go 
out in the boat and do some fish- 
ing. None came so I went just the 
same with the waves slapping at 
my boat, 

I watched the leaves and weeds 
dancing on the water, as I headed 
up and across the pond. It was 
hard rowing but I knew that com- 
jing back I could drift. 

Before I had gone far the sky 

began to scowl and the rain came 
changing down the valley on a mil- 
lion pattering feet. The sunface of 
the pond seamed to reach up with 
tiny fingers to grasp the drops. 
It was fascinating and I had no 
intention of returning home. 
_ In a short time the sun came 
out, I pushed my boat into a cove 
and fished, while I listened to the 
natural music around me, The 
tree tops sighed aiid sang in the 
heavy boughs. It wag a strange 
and restful kind of music. As I 
struggled with a wild fish, bird 
solos and symphonies were added 
to the tumbling waves, I think peo- 
Ple hear this wild music and ab- 
sorb it unconsciously. Perhaps 
from the beginning of time it was 
planned that way because it is 
something we humans must have, 
aS a medicine for the soul. 

The pond was now a vision of 
brilliance, It revealed richness of 
life within the waters. 

Red Wing’s “o-ca-lee” came from 
a bush near by, and he was showy 
in his courting ritual. 

Splash! Another hungry fish; no 
struggle this time. 

Far back on shore I spotted a 
blue heron, how blue he was, too!
